-who. has never taken a college de- 
gree last night told students that 
the term "architecture" Is too loose- 
ly used. He said that we must make 
a distinction between architecture 
and good building. A -grain ele- 
vator may satisfy all the require- 
ments of material, purpose and 
practicality, but there Is "something 
else." Architecture must have an 
aesthetic function. "Good building 
is not necessarily architecture," he 
said, "but architecture is of neces- 
sity good building." 

A soft-spoken Westerner, Mr. 
Goff designed, his first house when 
In the eighth grade. At that time 
he learned to disregard public cri- 
ticism. He believes that "if you do 
your very best and have, your 
clients' Interests at heart, you can't 
go wrong. "You can't please every- 
body," he quipped, "even the first 
man who crawled out of a cave was 
criticized by someone." To explain 
his Individual designs he quoted the 
Javanese saying "When imitation 
comes, beauty goes." 

Structural Aspect 

In criticizing the structural aspect 
of some of today's modern archl 
tecta, Mr. Goff stated that, as one 
would not like to see the skeleton 
of a person showing, one does not 
like to see the skeleton of a build- 
ing. The skeleton should be only 
a means to the end.

■London: After a year's delay, Ad- 
miral Lynde, D. McComick, com- 
mander of the United Statrs Atlan- 
tic Fleet, was appointed yesterday 
as supreme commander of the At- 
lantic. British officer, Vice-Admïr- 
al Sir William Andrewcs was nam- 
ed deputy .supreme commander and 
Admiral Sir George Creasy, chief 
of Britain's Home Fleet, was select- 
ed as commander-in-chief of the 
Eastern Atlantic under Admiral 
McComick. 

Cairo: While beginning to restore 
order by martial law to Egypt, new 
Premier. Aly Mahcr Pasha, said 
yesterday that he would listen to 
any peace move Britain would 
makt. 



Moses Maimonides, 
century Jewish philosopher, had a 
considerable Influence on medieval 
Christian thought. This was brought 
out last night in an address by 
Rabbi Chaim N. Denburg to a meet- 
ing of the philosophy society. 

Rabbi Denburg, who obtained his 
doctorate from the University of 
Montreal in 1946, is Rabbi of the 
B'nal Jacob Synagogue and is a 
member of the Institute of Medieval 
Studies at the U. of 
of primary interest is 
Jewish philosophy. 

Maimonides, in his book, "Guide 
to the Perplexed" indicated a model 
by means of which Christian Scho- 
lastics could reconcile the allegedly 
heretical teachings of Aristotle with 
Christian doctrines. The early 
Christian church forbade the study 
of Aristotle because of his 'hereti- 
cal' doctrine of the eternity of the 
universe, which they could not 
reconcile with their Idea of the 
creation. 

St. Thomas Aquinas, In his sys- 
tem of philosophy, used the model 
set up by Maimonides on this qucs< 
tion. Maimonides' interpretation of 
Aristotle was that his writings were 
[not necessarily incompatible with 
the doctrine of creation. 

Medieval Philosophers 
Dr. Denburg Illustrated his lec- 
ture by showing how the medieval 
scholastics, William of Auvergne, 
Alexander of Halles, Vincent of 
Beauvals, Albertus Magnus, and St. 
Thomas Aquinas drew on the philo- 
sophy of Maimonides. 

Writings of only three Jewish 
philosophers were available to the 
Christian medievals, Ibn Gabirol. 
Isaac Israeli, and Maimonides. Of 
these Maimonides had the greatest 
influence.

Treasure Hunters Return Home; 
Still Anxious for Another Try 



Two unlucky would-be hunters at this lime in the South China 
of -Captain Kidd's South China Seas 
treasure estimated at $3,600,000- 
looked anything but prosperous 
when they got off the Saint John 
train at Windsor Station at noon 
yesterday. They were John Fry,' 21, 
arts graduate and Geoffrey Taylor 
22, engineering graduate, of" Mc- 
Gill. 

Fry and Taylor went overseas 
this summer with the intention of 
working. However they came into 
contact with a Mrs. Elizabeth Dick 
who had in her possession some 
treasure charts which had been left 
to her by a friend in 1932. These 
charts were thoroughly examined 
by the' British Museum who an- 
nounced that they were definitely 
of 17th century origin. 

Amongst twelve others, the boys 
set sail in October in a beautiful 
schooner-rigged racing yacht, the 
Lamnrna. anticipating a rough and 
riiRKod adventure. They even went 
as far as to equip themselves with 
rifles ready to ward off the Red 
Chinese ships which àre common 



Seas. 

However, afttr sailing for four 
days through the Channel, the 
westerly winds caught their sails 
jnd mast and the adventuring 
party was forced to abondon ship . 
olf the Isle of Wight. They were 
rhipwrecked for 7 or 8 months un 
til they were taken obard the Royal 
Navy frigate Redpole after a peril- 
ous rescue in the high seas. The 
crew consisted of a Scotsman, a 
Welshman, a New Zealandcr, three 
Londoners, a German and ■ three 
Canadians. 

At present a film is being mada 
in London concerning the remark- 
able adventures of the treasure 
hunters. The film should be out 
sometime this spring. 

Fry and Taylor are now back in 
Montreal and are job-hunting. 
Queried as to wiiethir they micht 
make another try they said "if any- 
one is willing to finance a cruise to 
ihe South China Seas we're packed 
and raring to go. The treasure is I 
atill there watting for us." /?

Our main 
concern, then and now, was the spirit in which 
I the governors of the Festival acted. These 
gentlemen, pari of wlioec concern is to encour- 
age drama, especially newer undertakings, are 
» succeeding in doing just the reverse. 
^ One of the possible reasons given for the 
H ruling excluding arena plays was that the for- 
mcr system was unfair competitively. Yet Mr. 
Coleman states that one of his first actions as 
director .was to minimize the purely enmpcti- 
iyë element. However, Mr. Colemen has a 
Joint when he indicates the difficulty of judg- 
:r)fe between conventional and arena play- 
v is not for competition entirely that the 
I rlayer's Club would enter its production, but 
«o that it might participate in the Festival and 
receive the professional criticism existence 
necessary for the progressive cxisUnce of a 
dramatic organization. 

Even in this year's Festival there are two 
entries wliich arc to participate but arc not to 
bo/ considered for competition. This is all that

former system admitting arena plays was by 
accident rather than design" and that this 
year's ruling excludes such plays. The accident 
then was a fortunate one, for of the two arena 
plays entered by the Club in the 
years, one was good enough to win t! 
for the best regional drama and the otl 
a number of prizes for individual per 
anccs ; This it would seem obvious sh 
sufficient evidence to warrant inclusio: 
drama festival. 

Arena theatre, because of its simple re- 
quirements and low cost is becoming increas- 
ingly popular in both Canada and the United 
States. Canada alone has a permanent pro- 
fessional arena theatre in Vancouver, The 
Totem, and a recently created amateur group 
in Winnipeg doing thcatre-in-lhc-round exclu- 
sively. During the last year. Margo Jones, ones 
of the most successful exponents of arena 
theatre in the F.S.A., estimated that 34 uni- 
versities planned to make their debut in 
thcatrc-in-thc-round. The spread of arena 
theatre should not he ignored, and what is 
even more important, it cannot be, ignored. 

Though not intended to replace the con- 
ventional form of drama nevertheless because 
of its adaptability to small communities, it 
certainly can play a large role, as Margo 
Jones says, "to create a golden. a$c of the 
American theatre." 

^ As we stated earlier, our main concern in 
tins controversy was the fact that an aspect of 
our culture which has shown such possibilities . 
of becoming eminently popular, and whose 
merits have hcen proven should have been 
ignored. It is peculiar that this should have 
occurred in a country that has less than a year 
aeo conducted an intensive investigation on 
(ha state of its culture and found it far from 
satisfactory.

It is her opinion that a 
great service has been done by bringing the 
Women's Union into the limelight. I would 
caution her not to let the limelight shine too 
brightly — «■ it might reveal some of the less 
pleasant aspects of the organization. Some of 
the 'appointments' that should have been elec- 
tions for instnncc. some of the friends who 
choose their friends to head committees, or 
to run for the next election. I hate to admit 
this of my sex, but there is nothing pettier 
. than a group composed entirely of women. 
: This is not aimed at any particular executive

My statement was that the Women's Union 
was set up when all women's 'activities cen- 
tred in RVC, but that in recent years all stu- 
dents have taken part in activities in the 
Union. Student government has become co- 
educational — or should have. 
As for the job of coordinating the resident 

• and non-resident groups — no one worries 
about resident anil non-resident men getting 
along together, do they? The RVC residence 
operates under its own house committee, and 
is quite capable of integrating its members 
into the university without any extra help. 
I think you will find thnt the two groups, 
resident and non-resident, will" coordinate 

themselves quite as much without the existing 
Women's Union, as they would with it. 

Things bring me to my main 'point which 
is thnt my original plan was not a scheme 
/or abolishing "'the only organization on the 
campus that speaks specifically for women." 
To take the exact items mentioned by Miss 
Pickering as showing the desired flexibility 
of the existing organization, thé lottery of 
tickets for cultural events, the Career Clinics 
and the accommodation of women students 
from out of town could be attended to by the 
women's interests committee which would re- 
place the existing organization. These are 
worthwhile activities and I should like to sec 
them continued, but may I n?k just how much 
has been done by the Women's Union to- 
ward looking after out of town girl; in. the 
past?

would like to emphasize that the quwtion of 
disenfranchising the women is completely 
false. The women would still be represented 
by their faculty representatives to the SEC, 
and would also have two women, their own 
special representatives for whom to vote. 
More representation than the men get on the 
SEC. And Miss Pickering says 'we would be 
disenfranchised I 

By all means let us flex the women's union 
and put it into serviceable shape— perhaps to 
the extent of swallowing our pride and admit- 
ting that a Bub-committee of the SEC could 
do the job adequately. There arc useful func- 
tions of the Women's Union that I would hate 
to see discontinued, but I believe they could 
be done with a much less clumsy mechanism. 
The "only organization that speaks ' speci- 
fically for women" would do well to remember 
that no one speaks specifically for the men, 
and that there is an organization which speaks 
very well for both men and women. Have a 
committee- to speak for women if vou must, 
but please remember coeducational govern- 
ment came to McGill a long time ago.

Engineers Do Research 
For Canadian Industry 



McGIU'a engineering faculty has 
completed preparations for a mucn 
larger contribution through 
tesearch to . the .progress of 
Canadian industry. 

A large- universal testing 
machine, of ' 400,000 pounds 
capacity, la expected to arrive 
within the next few weeks. It was 
made posxible through an anony- 
mous donor. 

The new instrument, weighing 
several tons, will handle beams 
and trusses up to 50 feet in length. 
rThe present university testing 
equipment can handle sections 
only up to 15 feet and can ex< 
pressure of but 20,000 to 30,000 

Bridge Loads Studied

of civil engineering, a research 
program Is being carried out on 
the behavior of elements of the 
floor systems of large bridgea, as 
to load-carrying capacity and 
general stresses.

Research on Noise 

In .the electrical department 'sev- 
eral -investigations are under way, 
some of these involving the élimina- ' 
tion of noise in amplifiers, in small 
motors, and redesign of mufflers to 
reduce the noise of airplanes. Much 
radio and allied research is also be- 
ing undertaken. 

In chemical engineering, there it 
an Investigation of heat transfer 
and combustion in connection with 
the cracking and refining of petro- 
leum, in tpray drying in relation 
to dehydration in the food indus- 
try, also in the recovery of waste 
materials in the pulp and paper in- 
dustry. 

These investigations are but a part 
of the research program In engin» 
eering, one of whose departments, 
mechanical, maintains the gas dy- 
namics laboratory at st. Anne da 
Bcllevue.

For the answer to a question on 
the weather or the time, the general 
public, more often than it realizes, 
turns lr/directly to McGill Univer- 
sity. 

A Montreal newspaper lists the 
previous day's weather statistics; 
a clock In a small-town, railroad 
station gives the townspeople the 
correct time— and in both cases the 
source of the information can be 
traced to an old converted resi- 
dence on the campus hillside to 
tbc west of the Arts Building. 

Operated by the University as a 
public service and functioning con- 
tinually since 1875, the McGill 
Observatory ls the second oldest 
weather station in Canada and 
forms a fundamental link in a net- 
work of such stations extending to 
every par.t of the world. 

McterologicaJ data arc collected; 
weather reports are issued to the 
public and to the Dominion Observ- 
atory In Toronto. Electrical time 
signals, sent out every second, are 
employed by Canada's two national 
railroad systems as well as by a 
number of local radio stations and 
commercial business establish- 
ments. 

At • the Observatory, two well- 
compensated chronometers, mount- 
ed on absolutely rigid brick col- 
umns that descend 24 feet to the 
bed-rock of Mount Royal, are 
maintained accurate to within one- 
fifth of a second. 

77-Year History 

Complete weather records are 
available for the 77-year period 
during which the Observatory has 
been in continuous operation. These 
are the figures quoted from day 
to day by press and radio as "ac- 
cording to the McGill Observa- 
tory." They constitute the only of- 
ficial weather record for' the city. 

Dr. F. Kenneth Hare, Chairman 
of the Department of Geography 
and Director of the Observatory, 
stresses that the Observatory does 
not attempt to predict the weather 
— that, he says, is a task for the 
Dominion Public Weather Office 
at Dorval. If asked for the probab- 
ilities, McGill will only quote the 
most up-to-date Dorval forecast. 

Assistant-director of the Obser- 
vatory ls»Dr. J. S. Marshall of the 
Department of Physics. 

Accurate instruments are main- 
tained on the campus for the rec- 
ording of all observation required 
by the World Meteorological Organ- 
ization; wind speed and direction, 
measured by an anemometer mount- 
ed atop the west wing of the Arts 
Building; amount of sunshine, 
measured on the roof of the Physics 
Building by means of an instrument 
which consists of a spherical Ions 
which focuses sunlight on a band 
of paper, and burns a record ot 
hours of sunshine; atmospheric

Post Grads to Have

Standardized instru- 
ments and procedures arc employed 
by all such weather stations. 
Records Recalled 

It's been neither 30 below or 100 
above In the 77-year history of the 
observatory. Mr. C. L. Henry, wea- 
ther observer for the past 17 years, 
reports the record minimum tenr- 
perature (Dec. 30, 1933) to have 
been 29.4 below; maximum (July 
1, 1931) 97.0. > 

Rainfall has been as high as 0.45 
inches In a tlvc-minute period; 2.8 
inches in a day. Two feet of snow 
was once recorded in a single fall. 

Coldest time of the night, says 
Mr. Henry, is between 5 and 7 a.m.; 
warmest part of the day, generally 
be.twcen 2 and 4 p.m. 

A chart providing a record of 
dally maximum and minimum 
temperatures, rainfall, dewpoint, 
wind and sunshine is displayed in 
tne second-floor Arts Building 
corridor. 

No Astronomy Now 

Although clocks ' were once 
checked by the stars (from the 
tower of the Observatory), astron- 
cmical readings are no longer at- 
tempted. The setting up of a true 
astronomical station would cost 
millions, Dr. Hare comments and 
the location of such a station would 
have to be well away from any ur- 
ban centre. 

Chronometers, synchronized with 
radio signals sent out by United 
States observatories at Annapolis 
and Washington arc, however, at 
all times within onc-flfth second 
of being correct. 

Students can obtain the correct 
lime, observatory officials note, by 
checking their watches with gongs 
that ring at five minutes to the 
hour and on the hour In all build 
Ings of the university. The cleclrit 
circuit that causes the bells to ring 
is connected to an observatory 
chronometer. 

Due to the rigid mounting of the 
clocks, Dr, Hare recalls, the instru 
ments were unaffected by the 1944 
earthquake which shook the Mont- 
real area. The Instruments are 
operated by weights and counter 
weights, according to Dr. Hare "the 
simplest and most reliable" form 
of time-piece.

rise In student fees to . . $700 per 
year. 

The report says^that although 
no set figures have been arrived at, 
it is understood that a rise ot S75 
a semester,, or five dollars a point, 
is being considered. .This would 
bring the tuition and university fee 
to $700 a year. The matter is 
scheduled for discussion today by 
a committee of university adminis- 
trators prior tb the submitting a 
specific plan to the university 
trustees 

This committee will operate un 
an advisory basis, but it Is under- 
stood that Its recommendation will 
be adopted by (he university 
trustees.
